WHE MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The President cou'd hardly have bad a moro 
tempting (heme than the condition and prospects 
of the American Republic at the commencoment 
of the present legislative year. Our armies had 
become victorious in every department, our navy 
was in control of the long Southern coasts, sud 
our diplomscy hed strengthened th friendship of 
friends and neutralized the anger of encmies. 
He hed seen all this arise out of a condition of 
things which seomed to-lead to a premature 
peace—ond to these fatal froita of a prema- 
tore prace, avarchy and national rain, An 
impatient North iad been led into the error 
of believing that the encmics of the Admin- 
istration were the friends of the war, and that 
the Union could bs better strengthened snd 
austained by Horatio Seymour and bis allies 
than by the allics and friends of the Government ; 
and it seemed when the Inst message wos read 
that this falee public eeutiment would take shape 
and volume, and in time bring upon us s crisis 
that no patriot could contemplate without 8 shad: 
der. The President, whoso career had been thug 
assailed and misrepresonted, now finds the correct- 
ness of relributive justice in the presant condition 
of the country. He had held, as be holds, the 
highest nod most digjcalt trust ever held by 
man ; bo had osrried his administration through 
good report aud“Bad report, through failure aud 
success, and he stocd before the nation, whose re 
presentative men were around him, to render an 
sccount of his stewardship. There are men who 

~—would have yielded to this temptation, and written 
words of extravagant exaltation. Wo find no 
such words in the message of the President, yes- 
terday sent into Congress. 

Be tells us o story that men will read in gene- 
rations to come, with even moro prido aud plea- 
saro thas we can fecl now. Wo have hod 
health and sbuodant harvests; we remsin in 
pesee ond friendsbip with foreign Powers. 
Tn Japan, alone, the clightest cloud of trouble 
is seen, Tho South American questions have 
all been determined. Mexico is passed over 
as s question belonging, at preset, to the 
Mexican people, and therefore not demsnd- 
ing the attention of this Goveroment. Oar'con- 
sular system is almost selfsustainisg, and our 
commercial interests abroad have been protected 
and cborished, The wisdom of our domestic 
legislation ia being admitted, and the homestesd 
lay, 80 long defeated by the comity of the South- 
era members of Congress, is crowned by the most 
signal cud beneficent results, The mineral re- 
zoarces of our Territories are being developed, 
and the richoess of the Rocky Mountain coun- 
tries is becoming greater and greater under the 
influence of acience, and enterprise, and progress. 

In Colorado and Arizons, Nevads and Cslifor- 
nis, Wo realize the iruth of the strange legends 
that monks ond writers told to the wandering and 
unbelieving world of Pizarro and Cortez. And 

aj this ins reslity that no dream ever 
WU 2Med 5 for we look awey to Russia snd propose 
to ubite the ghu ¢ Empire and the great Republic 
by a telegraphic line from our Pacific coast, All 
this while this gigantic war is progressiog. We have 
armies in the West and in the Souch larger than 
those that followed the banner of Napoleon; and 
‘a navy the smallest of whose iron-clads would 
bave conquered the conqueror of Trafalgar. We 
have waged this, war with energy and purpose, 
certainly without slint or gradge, oud yet we 
havo met all its vost expenses without injuring 
our credit, our industry, or our social prosperity. 
We raised, during tho last fiscal year, five mil- 
lions more dollars then ws spent, although we 
spent nearly nine hundred millions of dollark—o 
greater sum than was probubly ever disbursed bj 
nation in the space of s single year—and zs 
are still freeh and losty, and equal to any emer- 
gency of the future. 

We might lingor and dwell upon’ this glowing 
and glorious picture ; but that we leave to the 
coming time, Tous the mecange of the Presi- 
dont has a greater value, The wor still pressca 
opon us, and ihe triumphs of our arms call for 
trigwplis of etatesmanship, The President meets 
Taking high ground as to his duty 


war, be makes another appeal to euch of the people 
of the Sovth as bave really been misguided, and 
only await the opportunity to rise ogaivet their 
oppressors nd return to the Union. Therefore, 
be makes 8 proclamation renewing hiassaurances 
of kindness to and sympathy with the people of the 
South, asd offering pardon to all—with tho ex:

In doing this, the 
President, we ore glad to see, does not withdraw 
his proclamation of emancipation, nor relax in 
his hostility to the grent sin of slavery, That is 
doomed.

His report presents a 
succinct history of tho business of his office aud 
of the gallant doings of the navy during the year. 
‘A record of each rquadron is given with precision 
avd fallness, and a narrative is supplied that may 
‘at any time be transferred to the historian’s page 
without a word of emendation, The vavy at the 
date of the present report comprises 588 vessels, 
carrying 4413 guns, with a tonnsge of 
467,967. This is an inerease during tho year 
of 161 veesels, 1175 guns, ond 127,931 tone. The 
report alao gives a full exposition of the improve- 
menta thet have been made in naval warfare, 
which professional men here and in foreign coun- 
tries will read with much interest, The strong 
senso snd practical mind of Mr, Secretary Welles 
are shown in many portions of his report, but in 
none, perbaps, more felly than in the various ro- 
commendations he makes for the consideration of 
Congress, embracing the establishment of a pavy-

zeal they hayo manifested in giving ald to the Burcau. 
Some idea of the immente (fforts required from tbo 
Ordoanco Bureau, to mest the demands crested by tho 
rebellion, muy be gathored from the fact that, st the 
commencemont of the year 1581, the ordnazea of the 
navy consisted only of 2880 heavy guns, and 198 
boat bovlixere—together 2 960; while, on the 1st of 
November of the preeent year, the orduarice amount- 
ed to 5,777 guns, showing that 2,811 hed beou made 
In leas than two years, and ft {s provable that eeven 
hundred more, of didferent cailbres, will be complated 
before tho ond of the sear.

Every 
gun adopted as « etardard is subjected to the ordes) 
of oxe thonsand rounds of servicu charges, end, with 
the standard thas established, all the guns of a con- 
tract must coincide iu their composite elements. 
Bince tho commencemont of 1861, there have been 
manofectured at tho Governmext yards or purchased 
of private companies 900,677 shot and shell, and 
9.494.870 pounds of grape and canister shot. The 
bureau has in fact beon able Lo Keep up with the con- 
stant demand for projzctiles.
